Air conditioning system settings are memorized individually on each electronic key, 
so the settings reproduced will be specific to the key that is used.

n Using automatic mode 

Fan speed is adjusted automatically according to the temperature setting and ambi¬ 
ent conditions. As a result, the following may occur: 

1 Immediately after the button is pressed, the fan may stop for a while until warm 
or cool air is ready to flow. 

1 Cool air may flow to the area around the upper body when the heater is on. 

n Humidity sensor (Canada only) 

A sensor, which detects humidity inside the 
vehicle and the temperature of the wind¬ 
shield, is provided to detect fog on the front 
windscreen. Due to the sensor, when auto¬ 
matic mode is set the air conditioning may 
make the following controls: 

1 Changing the amount of air flow

n Operation of the air conditioning system in Eco drive mode 

In the Eco drive mode, the air conditioning system is controlled as follows to priori¬ 
tize fuel efficiency: 

1 Engine speed and compressor operation controlled to restrict heating/cooling 
capacity 

1 Fan speed restricted when automatic mode is selected 

To improve air conditioning performance, perform the following operations: 

1 Adjust the fan speed 
1 Turn off Eco drive mode 


1 Customize the air conditioning control of Eco drive mode. (^R 684)

n Air conditioning odors 

1 During use, various odors from inside and outside the vehicle may enter into 
and accumulate in the air conditioning system. This may then cause odor to be 
emitted from the vents. 

1 To reduce potential odors from occurring: 

• It is recommended that the air conditioning system be set to outside air mode 
prior to turning the vehicle off 

• The start timing of the blower may be delayed for a short period of time 
immediately after the air conditioning system is started in AUTO mode. 

n Customization 

Settings (e.g. enable/disable automatic operation of the air conditioning compres¬ 
sor when the 'AUTO" switch ON) can be changed.

A CAUTION 

n To prevent the windshield from fogging up 

Do not use during cool air operation in extremely humid weather. The dif¬ 

ference between the temperature of the outside air and that of the windshield can 
cause the outer surface of the windshield to fog up, blocking your vision.

n To prevent 12-volt battery discharge 

Do not leave the air conditioning system on longer than necessary when the hybrid

n Humidity sensor (Canada only)

1 Do not spray the glass cleaner on the sensor or subject it to strong impacts
